JA Lthough I be by byrth a Spaniard, 


DAE andcannotdeny butthat with my 


VS Nurſes OO vo - the

Fe PL V — Infancy, £14 hoods th 
ES) youth, hath bene tainted with the 
dregges of ſuch my education - yet no ſooner was I 
cometoyecres of diſcretion, but I beganne toſuſpet 
the turning of bread and wine into the very ſubſtance 


of the Body and bloodofour Sauiour, to bea meere - 


_ fiction, muchlike (both in want of ground, & in wic- 
kedilluſtons) to the coyner thereof, the Antichriſt of 
Rome. | 

The beginning ofmy ſuſpition was, in that our Pro- 
fcſlor, Bartholmew Hernande7,a moſt learned man,in 
his publique LeRures atZ/eraa in Catalonia, in the 


yeere of our Lord, 1596. did teachvs being his Audi- 


rors, tothe number of aboue 200. that God, by his 
ordinary power, cannot put one andthe ſame body 
in diuers places at the fame inſtant of time. This, 
quoth he, implyeth contradiQion, as at onceſuppo- 
Rn and notſ{uppoſing a bodice. For by taking away. 
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The Reformed Spanyard. 
from any body,the proper paſſion ofa body; namely 
the pollcſſing one place, thence followerh neceſlarily 
thedeſtruction and aboliſhment of rhe forme, nature 
and eſſence of the body itſelf: Foraſmuch as the pro- 
perty of occupying one place, floweth of neceſſuie 
from thc very forme and nature ofa body,nor can by 
Gods ©:dinary power be ſeparated there-from with- 
out deſtroying the ſubie& irſelfe, on whichit depen- 
deth. Andthat this confining to one place,is a true 
property,or proper paſſion ofa body, it is evident, in 
that itſuitcth with bodies vninerfally,only &alwaics, 


and isreciprocated with a body. But whether God by 


his abſolute and extraordinary power (whereby hee 
doth what he cando,or atchiueth a work,then which 
he cannot performe a preater or more perfet)can do 
a work”, which contradierh it ſelfe, my ſaid Maſter 
would neither auouch,nor deny. This quoth he,istro 
mee a bottomeleſle Sea, whereinto E dare not launch 
with the ſmal cock-boar of my poore vnderſtanding. 
Yet withall he conſtantly afftirmed,that God ncuer v- 
{cd this hisabſolute power,but in one work only,and 
that was the Incarnating of his Sonne. Then which 
heſaid,that God cannot produce a more excellentand 


. more perfect exploit : whereas inthe pro judtion of 


this whol world,and of the inuiſtble,and viſible crea- 


tures in theſame, itis otherwiſe. For God, if it had 


pleaſed him, could haue created much more glorious 


Angels, men more excellent, and brighter or better 


heanens thentheſe which-he hath made. 
Out of this Doctrine thus deliuered by our Maſter, 
there aroſe in my minde no ſmall ſcruple, whencel 


. forthwith, thoughthen but young,reaſoned mw 
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The Ryfrmes Spanyard. 
ſelf, inferring thisſame Tra»/ub/tantiation,which pre: 
ſimeth to pur the bodyofour Lord in many millions 
of places at the ſame inſtant oftime,not to bEof God, 


much leſſe performable by the ſacrificing Prieſts.Ve- 


rily, thoughth, itneuer came from Gods ordinary 
power, by which he doth nothing implying contra- 
diction; no,nor from hisabſoluteand extraordinary, 


which (as my Maſter would haue it) was neuer vſed 


but inthe worke of Chriſts Incarnation. And ſo I 


concluded , that Tranſub#antiation is no worke of 


Gods making. 

To deliver freely what afterward I thought, my 
coniectureis, that thismy Maſter, ue hereto 
expreſle himſelfe cautelouſly, did on purpoſeſpeake 
perplexedly. For ſwallowing this pebble ſtone of 


Tranſubſtantiation,andbeingnotabletoconcot it,he 


checked his ſtomacke downeas much as he could to 
keepe it from a dangerous vomit:and ina word totel 
his caſe, he was faine to windevp himſelfe in theſnare 
of doubtfull words,that he might eſcapethe ſnare of 
the Spaniſh Inquiſition. The truth is,this learned man, 
who knew well enough, white from blacke, ſhould 
boldly haue affirmed,that Almighty God,neither b 

ordinary nor extraordinary power, can doe thoſe 


things,thatarecontradiQory to theſelues,& therefore 


cannot ſet one and the ſame body in diuers places at 
the ſameinſtant. And that,not by reaſon of any want 
of ative power in God,who is omnipotent ; butb 

defeR of paſſiue power in the creature (if ſuch ft- 
ions may be called creatures) which cannot ſuffer 
their eſſentiall and concomitant propertics be torne 


away from the maine ſtocke, without the gs 
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The Reformed Spanjard. 
of the whole@nature and eſſence of the ſubiet,which 
nathelefle is heere ſuppoſed to remaineentyre. For 
what can be more abſurd,then ifT ſhold ſay, I preſent 
vato you aman, from whom will notwithſtanding 
take away the facultic of reaſon? which 1s as much as, 

| behold here a man, no man: or,ſpeaking of a Geome- 
tricall circle,I ſhould inſtance ina circle, whoſe beams 
I would imagine to be vnequalled oneto the other. 


- voyce, whereby God cald me,I notwithſtanding, did 
notceaſe to hafden mine owne heart againſt ir,for the 
ſpace of 9.yeares after; ſtil keeping my wont of laying 


inga fierce maintainer of that erroneous Religion. 
WhenT firſt put on the Cowle (which I vndertooke 
in the order of Saint Hierome. the moſt renowned in 
Spaine) I was hotfull ſeuenteene yeares of age : in 


of ripenefſcein iudgement , I rooke not a fitter courſe 


forwardnefle inthe Latine and Greeke Languages, in 
Rhetorique, and Poetry, in Logique, arid the whole 


madeal{oſome entrance into the ſtudie of Phyſicke. 
; Breing ſetled inthe Monifterie, I diverted my ſelfe 


Collcdgeof Saint Zawrencein the Eſcariall, founded 
by King P-z/ip the ſecand : andin preſence of King 


hanſell. |

I am deeplytouched with ſoxow,for that hearing this 


Maſles,of hearing auricular confeſſions, and continu- * 


which regard I may be the moreexcuſcd, if, for wane 


for my ſoules health. Yet at that age was I ſetringood 
courle of Ar:i/totles Philoſophie : and moreouer, I had 


wholly to Diuinity,and imploycd mc inthe daily rea- 
ding of the Scriptures. Whichthar I mightthe more 
diligemly arrrnd, I was ſenttothe famouſe and rich. 


Philip the third, Iſfang that Maſte, which was my firſt

I nor may,norcan conceale, thatall that long tinte, 
whileſt I was a Maſſ-monger,I found no ioy,no com- 
fort,noquiet in myminde,nor peace of conſcience, by 
communicating inthe Maſle,& by that vabloody ſa- 
crifice,ſo called; howſocuer I had vied more then or- 
dinary diligence in fore-examtining my /elfe, as Saint 
Paul exhorterh vs, 1 Cor.1 1.28 and in premifing au- 
ricular Confeſſi0,as the Pope willeth vs. When there- 
fore by woful experience I found daily more & more, 
that I could not ſay with the blefſedApolile our rezoy- 
cing & this, the teſtimony of our Conſcience, 2Cor.1.12. 
And when as I could not finde inthe holyScriptures, 
any mention or proofe of the Maſle,of Tranſubſtanii- 
ation,ot the vnbloody facrifice,or of Prieſts appointed 
ro ſuch a function, I ſer vp my reſt concerning the 
Maſſe,to lct ir paſſe,and meddleno more withit. 

The more was I encouraged to deny Traxſub/Zants- 
ation, and to giveouer the Maſling Trade, not onely 
by my Maſters fore-recited Doctrine, which I care- 


fullychewed vpon whileſt remained intheMonaſte- 


ry,vut alſo for that I had obſerued.thathe good man, 
would neuer be broughtto ſayMaſle himſelfe,though 
he were Pricſted, and had beene by his moſt worthy 
friends thereto intreated. To whom he was wont to 
oivethis wary anſwer,thar he was neverableto beare 
in minde,orto learne by heart, the many ceremonies 
of the Maſſe, whereupon,ifhe ſhould vndertake that 


ation,he doubtedthe ſacrifice ofthe Maſſe, would be 


marred by the laughter of the by-ſtanders beholding 
him. Inthis his ſlye anſwere, geſtured not without a 
ſmile,methinks1 ſee one thing giuen out in word,and 


another locked vp within his breit. Without _ 
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The Reformed Spaniard. 
heinthis gaue wayto thecommon weaknefle of thoſe 
that put him to thequeſtion being vnwilling that they 
ſhould rake any ſcandall at him.For,as tor his priuate 
Indgement, his Diftates, betore mentioned, ſhew 
plaincly that he had no ſmall ſcruple ſticking in his 
minde, which could not ca{ily be pulled out; and rhat 
| his ſuſpition againſt Tray/ub# antialtion had taken ve- 
ry deep root in him :and therefore he could not finde 
in his heart to vndergo the atchieuement of theMaſle: 
inaſmuch as he being perliwaded againſt it, or atleaſt 
doubting of it, could not haue ſuch intention of Mal: 
ſing,as is required inthe very act thereof. 

Another motiue draue me further from the Romy 
Church;namely,that the Popec, being a Creature,da- 
reth roiudgethe Law of his Creator, euenthat Law, 
by. which himſclfisto be iudged at the latt 'r day. For 
inſted of the firſt Commandcment of the Decalogue, 
written by the finger of God, he hath ſubſtitured and 
obtruded another vnto the Spanſb Nation. 

 Toſpeake more plainly,the firſt Commandement 
of the tenne,writtenin Mount $7nat,.is this, Thou ſhalt 
hawe none other Gods but me. This Commandement 
the Spanyards haue notintheir vulgar, the common 
people heare no newes of it. Vhat then is the firſt 
Comandement waich the people in Sparn,arc taught 
to repeat ? Forlooth this, Amor a Dios ſobre todas las 
coſas : To loue God abene all things. I deny not this 
ro be Gods commandement,yca the grandComman- 
dement,bcing the pith and ſum of the whole firſt Ta- 
ble.But if it be lawfull ro pur outany particularCom- 
mandement, and to placethis inſte1d chereof,why in 
jke maner doethey not inthy Spaniſh Catechiſme blot 
Out.

out ſome one of the Commandements inthe ſecond 
Table, and pur, inſtead of it, Thow ſhalt loye thy neigh- 
bogr as thy ſelfe ; which is the ſumme of the ſecond 
Tabl: © Theſe are, without queſtion they are, two ge- 
nerall preccpts, which in no wiſe exclude any of the 
ten particular Commandements. And verily no man 
can louc Godaboucall,and his neighbor as himſelfe, 
vnleſle he moſt exactly keepe all thoſeten Comman- 
dements, Yee are my friends if ye doe whatſoeuer 1 com- 
14nd yoa, (aith our Sauiour, Toh.15.14. 


Buras for the ſecond Commandement, fo ratified | 


by our great and dreadfull God, partly by.promiles , 
and partly by threats, ſtyling himſelfe a zealous God , 
and thercin forbidding the worſhipping, ſeruing, or 
falling downeto grauen ſhapes, or likeneſles of any 
thing in heauen,or in earth, orin the waters beneath 
thc earth,and ſo condemning all Idolatry , and Jcono- 
latry,that is, Image-worſhip ; this Commandement,[ 
ſay, is by the ſon of perdition cancelled , and concea- 
led, not onely from vs poore Sparyaras,but allo from 
the /:aliaw, French,and al other Komaniſing Churches. 
Let him that hath beene thus bold to blot out Gods 
words, take heed leſt his own name be blotted out of 
the Booke of life,according tothe threat in the end of 
Saint Johns Reueclation. 

Think other men as they pleaſe,cuery one according 
_ tothe ſway of his private apprehenſtons: for my patt, 
ifthere were no other plague in the Churchof Rome , 
burthis, thatthe Pope hath preſumed to change the 
firſt Commandement,& to nimme away the ſecond , 


both of them beeing precepts twiſe written with the 
Ex: finger

oer of God, and twile delivered to Moſes with many 
fignes and miracles, I ſhall neuer hope well of thoſe, 


that makethe Pope their Idoll, vnleſſe they ſhall by 


Godsgrace repent, andlearne , that it is better to obey 


Goa, then men. : 
Moreouer,another motiue to drive me from Papi- 


ſtry was; That, whercas our Lord and Sauiour ſayd 


concerning the Chalice of the Euchariſt, Drinke ye all 


of this, the Pope(with no leſle ſacriledge then the for- 
mer)faith, Ye ſhall notall drinke of ir;but, you Kings 
and Prieſts,drinke ye onely of it : As forallthereſt, 
they muſt be content to take the Communion in one 
kinde onely. Iam often deeply touched with admira- 
tion, and adore with reuerence & humility the i.:finit 
patience,& incomprehenſible long ſuffering of God ; 


who, inaſort ouercomming himſelfe, can with-hold 


his reuenging hand,from ſending down fire from hea 
uen, or making the earth to opcn, forthe puniſhing 


ſuch abhominable 8 Laciferian pride of the Romane 


Amtichriſt;\When as he hath of old ſtricken King Ys: 
z4h with ſodaine death,for only daring with his hand 
to touch and ſer vpright the Arke of the Coucnant, 
when it tottered by reaſon of the ynruly motion of 
the Oxen that bare it: which Arke was a figure of this 


holy Sacrament. 


Laftly, I cannot but acknowledge, that I was wont 


to be inflamed with no ſmall indignation,as often as I 
thought vpon this Ring- leader of Hypocrites, who 


tiling himſclfe The ſeruant of the ſeruants of God, doth 


notwithſtanding belceue, and teach, That the power 
and.authority of Kings ouer their Subiedts, isonly of 
humane

humane and poſitiue right: but,as for him ſelfe,h vp- 
on the words of our Sautour, A/power izheauen and 


incarth is giuen tome, (as if this had beene- ſpokenof

the Bilhop of &ome)challengeth by diuine right,a po- 


wer of depofing Kings excommunicated by him; of 


diſpenſing with their Sublects in their Oath of Alle- 


2cance ; of appointing thoſe Kings to bee {laine by 


whom he ſhall thinke good: ſo thatall this while,this 
Deſtroyer will haue neither himſelfe, nor any other, 
thatcommit fuch horrible and difmall parricides, to 
be accounted murtherers, but rather iudgeth,that the 
maſſicring of all the Kings ofthe earth is not ſogreat 
a miſchiefte, as that for the preuenting thereof, there 


ſhould be ſuffreda diſcloſure of any onething related 


in auricularconfteſſion ; which ſo rigorous inftitution 
of Confeſſion,is an invention of his owne, Yerily of- 
tcn muling oftheſe things. II 


Amaz 4 1ſiood, my hayre did ftart wpright : 


. My woyce durſt not come forth for deepe affright. 


Vpon theſe and other like motiues, I decreed & re- 


ſolucd to depart out of Babylon, as ſoon aseuer I could 


gctany cleanly opportunity. Yet was there remaining 


one euill ſpirit vnconquered by me, which bare ave- 
ry ſtrong hand ouer me ; and that was doating adora- 
tion of the Virgin Mary.a diſeaſe which had long bin 
my boſome.darling , and being breddein my bones, 
would very hardly come out of my fleſh. Sodeepe a 
degoto of our Lady was I,ſo duly and daily did I pray 
vato her., fo reuerently was I woont to adoreand a- 
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The Reformed Spaniard. 

dorne her Images(whereof Ihad no lefle then (ixe or 
{euento furniſh my Chamber, ) offering vnto rhem 
ſometime Flowers, otherwhilethe choiſeſt freites I 
could ger ; and withall, very frequently viing thoſe 
words inthe Komare Brewtary , fraught with blaſphe- 
mies : Haile Oueene,the Mother of mercy, All haile our 
 bife, our ioy,our hope. And, O thou our Aduocate, turne 
onto vs thoſe thine eyes full of pitty. And thoſe, Free vs 
from all danger thou bleſſed euer-wirgin, thou happy gate 


of heauen, thou Qacene of heagen , thou Miſtreſſe of the 


whole world. 
| I wasſo deeply dycd heerewith,thatI had much a- 
_ doeto quit my ſclfe of this habite, which I had gotren 
by ſo many and ſo feruent actions of this kinde : ney- 
ther ſhould I euer haue ſhaken it of, vnleſſeI had with 
many teares & prayers,for long time craucd afliſtance 
at Gods hands:who being thus called vpon, did in his 
mercy heare me,and ſet me free from this ſpirit of cr- 
ror, inthis manner. The ouer-ſight and care of the 
Library of our Monaſtery, beeing committed to my 
charge, ſo thatno man could, butby my leaue,bor- 
row, or carry any booke out of the Librarie into his 
. Camber. I was wont euery Saterday,to vicw our all 
the books,& to ſet euery ofthem in his order, Which 
when I did according to my cuttome, I found onc 
time vader a deske, amoneſt ſome caſt bookes, a cer- 
- taine Spaniſh booke bearing this Title. 


| T wo Treatiſes. 
The fir#7, concerning the Pope and bs Authority. 
 Theſecond concerning the Maſje, and the holines thereef. 
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Arthe firſt ſight, I thought this book to haue beene 
made by a Papiſt, but aflooneas I had read ouer the 
Epiſtle to the Reader, I was taken with more 1oy then 
I wasable to expreſle. Tiudged that I had found no 
{mall creaſure, I keptitas a moſt precious pearle, I 
ſhewed itto no man,[ read itall ouer. Among other 
things,I found there a certain hiſtory taken out of T77- 


themius,in manner following. 


Frocke a Dominicall Friar, deuiled and compoſed the 
Roſary of our Lady,which,negleRingrhcGoſpelotour 
Lord and Sau1our, hee preached abroad ; and fothis 
Booke was publiſhed, whereinare related many my- 


_ racles of the Virgin Mary, wrought by vertue of this - 


Roſary. Alitle after the beginning, the Authour tel- 
leth a Tale, that, Oxce vpon 4 time, the bleſſed Virgin 
Mary came into the Chamber or cell of this Friar Allen ; 
and hauing made aring of a locke of her owne haire, ſhe, 
by delineryof it , betroathed her ſelfe unto him, kiſſed 
him, and offered to him her paps to be handled,and ſuck- 
ed by him, and finally conuerſed with this ſweete Fryar 
Allen as familiarly as the ſpouſe is wont to doe with her 
mate. 

Who hath the patience to read,or heare this? Out 
vpon ſuch ribald bl.{phemics,and blaſphemous ribal- 
dries!Verily I bluſh for ſhame, whilſt I write out theſe 
things. But I yeelde from my heart 3lLpraiſe ro Al- 
mighty GO D, forthat preſently vpon reading this 


. homely Tale,the former deuotion which I baretothe 


Virein Mary grew key-cold. The truth is,I preſently 
beheld a certaine new light ſhining out ofthe Goſpel 


In the yc ere of our Lord, 1470. one Allen of the

of our Sautour, whence I was fully inſtructed,that we 
haue onelyone Ldnocate with God the Father namely, 
eſis Chriſt : butas for an Aduocatreſſe,we tinde there 
no newes of any ſuch. Euer fince this,my life ſeemed 
irkeſome vnto me,becauſc I had no fit opportunity to 
makean eſcape, and to repaire to ſome place,where I 
might freelypubliſh that Religion, which I had enter- 
tained into my heart. I was then ſurprized witha vio- 
lent diſeaſe of that ſortwhich we Phyſitians,call acute 


per decidentiam.[nthe height, 8 confiſtence of which 


ſickneſſe,l vowed vnto God, thar (if I recovered) 1 
would forthwith adioyne my ſelte vnto the trueChri- 
ſtians,hich worſhip God in ſpirit and truth. As ſoone as 
I made this vow, I began to recouer,' and forthe ſo0- 

ner regaining of my health, I did get leaue ro goe to 
the place where I was borne, and to remaine there for 
two months. Thither I went, there I remained,and re- 
couered my perfect health. This my appointed time 
being expired,my Father, brethren,and kinsfolk thin- 
king that I had returned to our Monaſtery,I conueicd 
my ſelfe to a Port in the Mediterranean Sca, called 
Canlibre : there I tooke {hip,& thence went too Rome, 
withintent to ſee whither ChriſtianReligion do flou- 
riſh more inthatCity,which is.called the Head of the 
world,then in Sparrezas alſo thatI might behoidethe 
worlds wonders, which are atRome,which tt I had not 
ſeene,verily I ſhold haue euer longed to behold them, 
W har ſballITfay ? Scarſe found I in Rowe any thing, 


that did not giue me offence and ſcandall. What is, 


therear Rome, that fiflcth all mens eyes and cares, but 
the Popes diuine power, the Popes Holincfle,the Popes 
EH  Indulgency, 
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Indulgency, Pardons and Iubilees ? Nothing: at 
Romeistrumpeted out with more fol mouth,then 
the moſt Holy Father, the Head of the Church, God 
pon earth. Butas for the ſeauen headed Beaſt, that 
is, (by the Angels interpretation) ſeven-hilled City, 


and as for that Woman, with whom the Kings of the 
earth haue conmutted fornication,that is(by the ſame 


interpretation) that great City, which hath __ Revel 17, a8. 
Pro- 


oner theKings of the earth;oftheſe and ſuch 
pheſics, bent dire&ly cnough againſt the grand- 
children of Romulus, there is no. newes now to be 
he:rd among the Romanes. 

Walking there, & viewing the Churches, Lord, 
what ougly ſuperſtition doe I behold 2 As one 
wauc crowdeth another, fodoe their new Saines 
ſhoulder out theolde. A treſh yelterdaics Sarnt 
there is, that hath already gotten threenew Chur. 
ches at Rowe,new built and founded vato him,and 


| theirwalsfromtop tothe floaregarniſhed withpti- 


ures andtablers,dedicared to him, Ofthis vpſtart 
I would not ſpeake, ifrhe Romanes would at any 


time leaue ſpeaking of him,and ceaſe with ſo lowd 


throatsto call ypon him;ifall places did not ring a- 


aine with his name : nay-if this Sameling did not 


beatand baniſh: out oftheChurches not onelyGod 
and Chriſ{(which perhaps ſeemeth a ſmall matter 
to the Romaniſts) bur alſo the Fire Mary her 


ſelfe. Francis and Anthony, and all the reſtof the 
Saints of the higher forme. Charles the Emperor, - 


who of old was called Charles theGreat,becautfe he 
G Vvan- 
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The Reformed Spaniard. 
vanquiſhed the Saracens, muſt now come downe, 
and be called Charlesthe little, in compariſon of this 
newCharles Borrhome#s who thus triumpheth ,ha- 
uing putto flight, nothis enzmies, buthis friends 
and fcllow-Saints. And .why may not we thus by 
way of reprehenſton mocke atthe common moc- 
kery ofthe. world? but now 1t 15time for mctoa- 
waken out ofthis extaſte. | 

I remained in Rowe about a Month, all which | 
while ſtill methought I heard the voyce of Chriſt 
ſaying vnto me, Comeforth, come forth out of Baby- 
ton. I come out on Gods name, and paſle ouer to 
AMompelier,wvherc God ſhewed me his aboundant mer- 
cie in the middeſt of his Church, and ſtrenethened my 
heart with the grace of his holy ſpirit : So that cight 
yeares {ithence t there put off my Monkiſh cowle, 
and abiuring the grofſe errors of the Romiſh 
Church, I c1d publikly embrace the vndefiled faith 
_ of thetrue and Reformed Religion, not without 
the expreſſe ioy of (ina manner)all that City. And 
becauſe I could not thenſpeakethe French tongue, 
| I did by the aduice of all the Paſtors there ap- 
ply my ſelfe notto the holy miniſtery (which my 

offe I yer with many fighes deplore) but vato my 
olde intermitted ſtudy of Phyficke, But behold, 
 whileI was thus1ayling inthe depths of Hyppocra- 
tes and Galen, a violent tempeſt ouerraketh me,and 
that was this. 

My Father,a man ſpent wich age, (being foure- 
{core yeeres olde) and taking it very heauily that I 

| had 
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had fledto the enemies of faith, and heretiques(ſo 
they dreamingly deeme of vs) ſent to Aonpeler 
one of my elder Brethren, together with a Coſen 


Gcrmaneof mine,Prieſt;both who forthe ſPaceof | 


eight daies did beleager mee: firſt with faire intrea- 
ties, and plentifull teares, then with Arguments 
drawre fron Diuinity and Philoſophy; thirdly by 
rewards and offers of worldly goods ; laſtly, by 
threats and terrible obiurgations, to beate mee off 
trom my ſound intent, and holy reſolution.I think 
itnotamiſle heereto relate their language.

Then 
he,making as though he would (as heehad promi- 


ſed)guide! me backe tomy chamber, leadeth mee 


cleanceanother wa y beyond the Citie wals,out of 
the broad ſtreets, through by-lanes and narrow al- 
lies, into deſert places, and into the fields. Some- 
time he ſtops his pace and ſtanderh ſtill, ſometimes 
he liſtneth Larcfilly, ind when I aske him the cauſe 
thereof; I liſten, ſaith he, to heare if any mancome 
by,of whom may aske the way to London,which 
verily I haue loſt, and know not where I am. But 
ils helyed; for hisliſtning was for nothing elſe, 
but that he might haue me ſure to ſet vpon mee far 
enough from any to helpe me. I call Godto wir. 
neſle, that, when I thus wandred with him in the 
darke, my mind did fore-boad ſome miſchancevn- 
to me;whereuponT lifted mine cyes to heauen,and 


- armed my ſelfeas wellasI could, with repentance 
© towards God,and faith in our Lord teſ 5 Chriſt, Now 
_ then about ten of the clocke in the night, hauing 


gotten meinto ſucha place as he det! red namely in 
the great fields called $.Jameſes,he ona ſudden dies 
vpon me with his naked dagger, and grieuoufly 


_ wounded me neerec the left veniicle of the heart; 


from whence come thoſe two principall veſſels of 
life, the one called the wveiny Artery, and the other 


| Aorta: and preſently running away, left merherc 


' halfe 
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halfc dead. This wound bcing giuen me in an ex- 
treame cold night, and being in depth as much as 
cizht fingers breadth, yet not directly, but oblique- 
ly pearcing , was dangerous enough, eſpecially 
when as I knew not where I was,nor whom tocall 
on for help:,being vtterly ignorant of the Engliſh

tongue : and ſurely I had neuer ſeene the mor- 


nings light, had not a certaine goodSamaritanethar 


vcry night powred wine and oyleinto my wound: 
that is, valcſlethe renowned Do For Mayern hisMa- 
icltics moſt worthy principall Phyfition, being as 
much repleniſhed with mercy and charity, as with 
knowledge and expericnce, had reached forth vn- 
to mc his helping hand,and forthree weekes ſpace 
entertained me in his houſe, had ſpeciall care of 
my recouery. | 
Though this wound be healed, yet the ſcarre 
thereof remaincth, and cuer will ſo long as T liue; 
whereof Iam fo farre from being aſhamed (it ha- 
uving been inflicted vpon me in hatred of the refor- 
medReligion)that I rather reioyce init,& ſay with 


Saint Pawl, 1 beare in my body the markes of the Loyd G46.0.V.17- 


Jeſus. Paphautius,who was preſent at the Councell 
of Nice, hauing one of his eyes boared out,and his 
ham-ftrings cur, for his coſtant profefiion of Chri» 
ſtianity, was notthoughtto be deformed, butras 


ther morebeautified by theſe markes': Aﬀord vn»

Whereforel intreate all you Paſtors and Do- 
ors of the reformed Churahes, by the bowels of 
Gods mercies,to take eſpeciall care and order, that 
the true Confeſhon of your ſincere Faith may be 
made knowneto foraigne people, whoare miſera- 
bly decciued in this behalte ; namely, to that end

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lated, or written in the vulgar languages of the 
people of Spaine, Italie, France, -and other Nations. 
I,for my,part,and poore faculty,am ready and wil- 
ling to irpploy herein my paines by day and night, 
eu-nto myJlaſt gaſpe. This, this cnterpriſe, I ſay, 
doth neettly concerne the glory of God,the ſauing 
of ſoules, the maintaining of the honour of the 
moſt gracious King of great Brittaine, defender of 
the Faith,as alſo the ſhielding of your own reputa - 
tions from the ſlanders of the Papiſts.
